PRAISE FOR HAY AND ROOT
President's Tribute to Men Who

Give Self-Sacrificing Service.
[BT TEI_E_-__PH TO THE TRIBCNE ]

Asbury Park, N. J., Juiy 7..At the close of
hia address before the National Educational As¬
soclatlon here to-day President Roosevelt spoke
of John Hay and his suecessor. He dlscarded
the notes of hls set speech and spoke extempo-
raneously in trlbute to the services for the coun¬

try of the late Secretary of State and the self-
sacrificing servlce of members of the Cabinet.
The President said:

In closing I want to speak to you of how cer¬

tain things. some of whlch have happened and
some of which have been suggested ro me by
what has happened, ln the past week. empha-
size what I have said to you as to the Impor¬
tance to this country of having wlthln its limits
men who put the reallzatlon of high ideala above
any form of monay maklng.
Within a week thia country has lost a great

atate. man, who wa* also a grest man of letters,
a man who oceupied a pecullar and unique posi¬
tion in our communlty, a man whose extatence
we couid each of us be proud of, because hia
life reflected upon each of ua, for the United
States as a whole was better because Johr: Hay
llved.
John Hay entered the publie servlce as a

young man, just come of age, as the secretary
of President Lincoln. - He served in the war.

He was a member of the Loyal Legion. He
was trusted by and was intlmate with I.incoln
as hardly any other man was. He then went
on rendering service after service. and of his
merits. this was one of them: He had the great
advantage and great merit of always being
able at any moment to go back to private life
unless he could continue in publie life on hia
own terms.
He went on rendering service after service to

the country, until at the elimax of hls career

he served for some six years as Secretary of
State in two successive administrations, and by
what he did and by what he was contributed in
no small degree to achieve for this Republic the
respect of the nations of mankind. Such service
as that could not have been rendered save by
a man who had before him ldeals as far above
aa the poles from those ideals whlch have in
them anv tint of what is base or sordid

I wished to get for John Hay's successor the
man whom I regarded as, of all men in the
country, thr- one best fitted to be such succes¬

sor. In asking him to accept the position of
Serretarv of State, I was asking him to submit
to a verv great pecuniary sacritice, and I never

even thought of that aspect of the question. for
I know he wouldn't either. I knew that what¬
ever other conslderatlon he had to waive against
taking the position, the consideration of how it
would affeet hia personal fort une would not be
taken into aecount by Elihu Root. And he haa
accepted.
And now, am I speaking of Hay and Root aa

solitary exceptions? On the contrary, I am

speaking of them as typical of a large cla*ss of
men in publie life, and when we hear so much
erltlctam of certain aspects of our publie life
and of certain Of our publlc servants, criticism
which I regrrt T° ¦tato is, In many cases. de-
served, it is well for us to remember hero iii
America we now have and always have had at
tba command of the nation. In any crbis, ln
any emergency, the very best ability to be
found within the nation, and that ability given
wlth the utmbst freedom, given lavishly and
generoutRy, although to the great pecuniary Iom
of the men giving it. There is not in my Cabi¬
net a man to whose flnancial disadvantage it is
not m slt in the Cahinet. There 1- not ln my
Cabinet one man who does not have to give up
something substantlal, very largely substantial
sometlmes, whlch it is a very real hardshlp for
him to give up. ln order that he may continue
in the servlce of the nation, and have the only
rev.ard for which he looks or which he cares.
the conaciousness of having done service that ia
worth rendering.
And I hope more and more throughout this

natlon to see the spirit grow which makes such
servlce possible. I hope more and more to see
the sentiment of the communlty as a whole be¬
come such that each man shall feel it borne in
r.n him, whether he ls in publlc llfe or private
llfe.mind you, some of the very greatest publie
aerrteM can be best rendered by those who are.

not ln t'ublic life.that the cbance to do good
work is the greatest chance that can come to

any man or any woman in our generation or *n
any other generation: that lf such work <-an be
well done lt is in itself the amplest reward and
the amplest prlze.

CLOUDBURSTIN BALTIMORE
ANOTHER BIG STORM.

Record Rainfall.Damage by Light-
ning.Cellars Flooded.
[BY TF1LEGRAPH TO THE TBTBT7NX.3

Baltimora, Juiy 7..This city for two days has
been a flood and storm centre. A dozen or mor»

severe storms have swept over it, floodlng the
low lying districts and drlving residents from
their homes. All precipitation recorda here were

broken to-day, 2.01 inches of rain falllng ln two
hours. Telegraph and telephone poles were

spllntered by lightning.
Joseph Rose. colored, was struck while at work

tn the National Can Company's factory. Hia
right arm was badly burned from the wri»t to
the elbow, and several others felt the shock. The
Dolt entered through a wooden elevator and
struck the man as he was working on one of
the presses.
A cloudburst over the northwestern section

flooded the cellars and flrst floors of 200 housea
in Biddle, Chase, Eager, Barner and McDohogh
sts. and in Broadway and Hopkins-ave. The
storm water sewers could not carry off the
deluge. and in some places streets were turned
into rivers, washing out eorner stores and doing
other damage. Jones Fails, too, behaved in its
characteristic fashion. and flooded Harrison-st.
tn the bend. between Fayette and Lcxlngton sts..
where all of the trouble originated Wednesday
night. The scene presented in Harrison-st. waa

similar to that of Wednesday night, when the
residents of "Little Russia" finally realized what
confronted them. Chlldren and women took to
the upper floors. Slowly the water rose to the
doors, and then flooded into the stores. The
neighborhood became generally alarmed. and
heroic measures were about to be adopted to
save property from further injury when the
downpour ceased. Fire engines are to-night
pumping the water out of hundreds of cellars.

VANDERBILT GETS TRAINv

Car Makes Seventy Miles an Hour
to Accomplish It.

Toledo, Ohio, Julv 7..W. K. Vanderbilt ro.le
at the greatest speed ever made on the Detroit
and Toledo Electric Railroad to-day, in an ef¬
fort to catch a train for New-York. The car in
which Mr. Vanderbilt rode is said to have gone
seventy miles an hour. Mr. Vanderbilt recelved
an unexpected summons, and the railroad offi¬
cials came to his assistance at once. It is said
that he eontemplates purchasing the Detroit
road.

Woman Leaves House for First
Time in Twenty-three Years.

Mrs. Jennie Snedeker, wlfe of a well known
lawyer of Hempstead, left her house yesterday
for the first time in twenty-three years, in whlch
time she and her friends have been praying
that she might recover from a severe illness.
She lays her recovery to these prayers.
Twenty-three years ago Mrs. Snedeker was

stricken with a disease which reduced her
weight almost to that of a child. She was con-

stantly connned to her bed, and numerous

physicians who examined her said that her life
could be only of short duration.
Mrs. Snedeker, however, did not lose hope. She

W-.s constant in her prayers and devotions, and
asked her friends to pray for her recovery. Nu¬
merous prayers were offered in tho Presbyterlan
Chureh, ot Hempstead, of which Mrs. Snedeker
is a member, and to theae petttiona nlone she
attributes her recovery.

TWENTY FIREMEN HURT.
CLOTHING BURNED OFF.

Gas Explosion Adds to Fire Terror
.Restaurant a Hospital.

A flre whlch spread writh amazing rapldlty
and which caused more than a score of casu-
alties started at 7:40 o'elock last night on the
flfth floor of the seven story Wing Building
which eovers the triangle boui.ded by Hudson-
st.. 13th-st. and 9th-a*<-e. The damage was estl-
mated at about $100,000.

A faint glimmer of llght from the fifth floor

wlndow on the 13th-st. side of the bulidlng ab

tracted the attcntion of Roundsman Quinn. who
turned in the alarm. At the same time the
flames had, through an automatlc signal in the
building. informed the firemen. and an engine
and truck were already on thelr way to the
scene. To the firemen flrst to arrive there was

little to portend the seriousness which the
flames flnally attained. Through the main en¬

trance in Hudson-st. the firemen went up to the
flfth floor. With blows from their axes they
foreed their way into the burning rooms. At
the same tlme the inrush of fresh air into the
gas-laden loft caused an explosion which hurled
the men back down the stairways, their cloth-
ing on fire and their faces and hands covered
wlth flames. With the greatest difflcuity they
managed to get to the street, where other fire¬
men assisted them to places of safety. In the
mean time the men who had arrived on the flrst
alarm call found the entire upper part of the
building in flames.

A THIRD ALARM SENT IN.
A third alarm was sent ln immediately, and

fortunately calls for ambulances from St. Vin-
cent's Hospital were made. On their arrivai six
men. the brave fellows first to rush Into the
building. were lying helpless on the sidewalk,
waiting for the services of the surgeons. These
were Lieutenant Noth. Firemen Werner Find-
ley, Johnson, Easley and Lennon, oi Truck 5.
The men were all severely burned. and few- of
them even had a remnant of clothlng left. They
were quickly carried across the street to the
Hudson Restaurant. at Nos. 22 and 24 9th-ave.
L. J. Sice and his wife. of this restaurant, had
been among the flrst to see the flre. and they
qui.-kly took up the work of assisting the in¬
jured. As soon as the ambulances arrlved Mr.
Sice asked the surgeons to bring to his place all
who did not need immedlate removal to the
hoapltal.

The few patrons ln the restaurant were asked
to go, and almost ln an instant the restaurant
became a sort of fleld or emergeney hoapltal.
Cloth.* and dishes were swept from the tables
to make cots and operatlng tables A large space
of the fioorlng was cleared. pitchers of iced
water an.l siphons of seltzer were gathered in
haata for use. and the proprietor and his wife
offered to tear up their cloths and napkins if
need be for bandages

POLICEMaANS mud bath.

Sinks to Armpits in Lake Caused by
Water Main.

Patrolman Stuhl. of the West 125th-st. Bta¬
tlon. had a narrow escape from death last even¬

ing. He was caught in a lake of mud on 137th-
st., near Riverside Drive, caused by the burstlng
of an 18-ir.eh water main.
The discovery that the plpe was broken was

rr.ade ahout 6 o'elock. when a stream of water
burst through the pavement, rlsing about thirty
feet in the alr. Several persons who saw it ran

for the pollce. and on Riverside Drive found
Patrolmen Stuhl and Heldenrelck. who hurrled
to the place lndicated.
When the patrolmen arrlved at the place the

water was flowlng over the pavement and down
the gutters. Stuhl went too elose, and suddenly
the ground beneath his feet eaved ln and he
began sinking into the earth. whic". had been
softened by the water untll Its consistency waa
that of mud.
Heldenrelck tried to pull him out. but was

unable. The unfortunate man was sinking
deeper and deeper. The mud had almost reached
his armpits. when his brother offlcer obtalned a

board, and, standing on this. assisted by several
citizens, he succeeded in drawing Stuhl from
his muddy bath.
Covered wlth mud, his uniform ruined. Stuhl

was taken to the station house and from there
sent to his home. Later the water was shut off
and repairs were made.
The ground ls fllled in at this polnt, and lt la

belleved that a small leak caused it to slnk, the
strain breaking open a jolnt in the main.

Mtss4>u_a, Mont.. July 7.-Advices recelved here
to-day fiom the Flathead Indian Reservatlon.
